To Be or Not to Be 


This seems to be a must for every cataloguer. In the past I have al- 
ways thought you were the best judge and I still continue to have the 
same thoughts. A variety must satisfy a need of the grower and the 
florist, not the printer, if it is to be a worthy addition to the ever in- 
creasing gladiolus family, and live for more than a year or two. This 
is the basis of my growing and listing. Therefore, may I refer you to 
each variety for my comments. The varieties listed in greater detail 
and in advance of the general list are new glads which I believe have 
great future possibilities. All of them have proved themselves on the 
show table and some have already entered the commercial field. If you 
are a new grower and follow a few common sense cultural practices, 
the results in colorful gladiolus will be beyond your expectations. 


Dip and Spray 


Dip the bulps before planting in one tablespoon of Lysol mixed thor- 
oughly with one gallon of water. Let them soak for 3 hours immediately 
preceding planting. 

Spray your glads weekly after foliage is in the third leaf to kill thrips. 
Two ounces of tartar emitic, six ounces of brown sugar. Mix well with 
three gallons of water.
